LOWER LICENSE 
FEES ADVOCATED 


Lower car licenses for Al- 
berta motorists were advocated 
When the annual meeting of 
the Alberta Motor Association 
was held recently at Calgary, 

The general trend at present 
is to lower the license schedule, 
so that the license is for regis- 
tration rather than revenue or 
tuxation parposes, 

Ontario has set the pace for 
other provinces in respect to 
license reductions, Depending 
upon the number of cylinders, 
Ontario has reduced licenses on 
the average by $5 per car, thus 
suving millions of dollars to the 
car owners of that province, 

Various registration fees for 
change in ownership and. for 
motor cycles were reduced by 
the Ontario government which 
also cut the licenses tor com- 
mercial motor vehicles by 25 
per cent. 

Ontario also has changed its 
car license year so that it coin. 
cides with the fiscal year, which 
ends on March 3l, This change 
has already been made by A\l- 
berta, largely due to the repre- 
sentations of the A. M. A, 

With other provinces re. 
ducing car licenses, there is a 
strong hope that Alberta will 
tuke similar action. Requests 
for lower license fees have been 
made by various organizations,

This news will bring anxiety to 
every farmer who is growing Garnet. 

Some important queries will at once 
spring to the producer’s mind. Should 
I continue with Garnet? What is the 
price of Garnet likely to be? Should 
L use a different variety? If a differ- 
ent variety, then which one? 

The truth is that Garnet has been a 
good variety for northern farmers 
for it has enabled thousands to stay 
on their farms and to pay their taxes. 
The bald fact is, too, that there is no 
variety available at the moment that 
will, with complete satisfaction, re- 
place Garnet. 


Having decided to change the 
grades, in order to help those farmers 
who may produce No. 3 Northern, the 
further duty of the Dominion Govern- 
ment should be specifically to help the 
Garnet growers. This can be done by 
increasing the appropriations to plant- 
breeding institutions, so that the ex- 
cellent work now going forward to 
develop a new early variety to replace 
Garnet can be ‘stepped up.”
